403.11. After considering public comments the Utah Water Quality Board may approve the Pretreatment
Program, revise it, or abandon it. The Utah Water Quality Board will not publish a notice of decision
provided: the South Valley Sewer District Program will be approve without any changes to the Program
and no comments are received during the public comment period.
